blind-fold eyes, and to pardon their wilfull and malitious blind- 
neſle. Thus inftead of repaying the gall of his detraQors with 
bitternefle , he took them into his prayers , and ſo ſacrificed 
for their ſinnes, a benefit beſtowed upon them againſt their 
will and merit. - 

Come hither then all ye rhat bave an ayme to heaven, and fer 
your ſelves to ftudy the life and death of this holy man. What 
wee cannot performe by his precepts and pious inſtruRions, let 
us reach at by his example and imitation,thus he may live with us 
in deſpight of death , and preach ſaving doQrines, though he be 
for ever filenced , thus every godly boſome may make it (elfe 
his Tombe , which being adorned with any reſemblance of his 
better part, will more fully evidence his worth : then a ſhini 
Marble, where partiall Inſcriptions doe moſt times flatter their 
dead Gueſts 3 and are therefore juſtly ſuſpected as no more then 
a Funerall complement. Yet it were both pirty and ingratitude, 
we ſhould tempt them who hath ſo often awaked us | to our 
finfull Lethurgy, before we had huddled him up in the common 
duſt, without ſome memoriall where ir is laid up. 

Goe onthen, and you whoſe ſoules were above thirty yeares 
obleiged to him, deliver him up to be inter'd in your intended 
Monument, that when aged Time hath worne our all ,thoſe who 
have been witneſſes of his worth, his parts and piety, thoſe tones 
my, tell his happy ſtory , by offering his Epitaph to every
